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INTERNAL REVENUE NONSENSE.

Thanks to United States Commission-
er Emery at Stattle, one of the nonsensi-
cal thorns in the flesh of retail tobacco
dealers lias been plucked out. Among
the absurdly rigid requirements, which
have heretofore been enforced by the
courts, is tho technicality against a deal-
er taking a piece of tobacco from the
original package and displaying it in his

I window before sale. He had to lift it
tenderly from the original box and place
it directly in the purchaser's hand. "

Commissioner Emery took this foolish
bull by the horns last Thursda-- . He had
a guileless celestial before him who had
been dragged to judgment for the hein
ous offcise of displaying a piece of to-

bacco in his show window. He decided
that the law does not specify how long
tho article shall be out of tho original
package before it is sold, and dismissed
the case. This illustrates the petty an-

noyances of the revenue system. It has
a tendency to disgust respectable dealers
by treating them, like children, to a
kindergarten dose of birch rod.

The decision is based on common sense
and should become the universal rule of
action, and in order to make it so the de-

partment should so instruct ollicials
and the public.

WHERE OUR GREATEST WEALTH IS.

After a tour of the great west Col.
Richard J. Ilinton wrote a descriptive
article for tho Forum, from which the
following is extracted:

"In the region beyond the 9Sth meri-
dian of longitudo west of Greenwich,
the initial point being St. Paul, and its
final one North 'Platte, Neb., while on
tho south it extends eastward to Fort
Worth, Tex., eighteen states and terri-
tories were visited and traversed. The
contrast offered by it to the solitudes of
18G3 were almost amazing. West of the
meridian named there aro now at least
22,00Q miles of railroad, and telegraph
wires not less than 150,000 miles. Of
telephone and electric light cables, in
proportion to population, thoro are more
miles in use than elsewhere in the Uni-

ted States. There is today more property
owned per capita than elsewhere on the
continent. Two-fifth- s of the national do-

main is found west of the line given
and certainly the remaining three-fifth-s

of tho public lands of tho United States
must bo sought for in the same region;
and that,too, without considering Alaska.
Yet how few persons aro cognizant of
the fact that east and west, the geo-

graphical center of the union is some-
where in the Bay of San Francisco; for
with the Aleutian islanders, flying our
flag within fifty miles of the Siberian
coast of Asia, our dominion extends, on
a northwestern and southeastern line,
somo U,000 miles beyond tho Golden
Gate."

It will be obseverd that Kansas occu-
pies a central position, north and south,
in tho vast domain described, and being
thus situated, with capacity tb produce
ample provision supplies for the balance
of the territory that must of necessity be
devoted largely to mining and other in-

dustrial enterprises, facts that cannot
but inure to tho incalculable benefit of
this state.

POWDERLY'S PLAN.

General Master Workman Powdorly
has submitted to the Knights of Labor,
through their Journal, a ballot on which
aro printed five questions ertaining to
the future position of that body in rela-
tion to politics and political action.

This ballot is to be cut from the
Journal, answered, and sent to the gen-

eral secretary, so that the sentiment of
tho order may be discovered by the next
meeting of the general assembly. These
are the questions:

1. Do you favor taking independent
political action? '. Do you favor turning
the order into a nartv 3. Should we co
operate with iiiember.s of other industrial
orimiy.ntioti.s in organizing a party while
maintaining our order as an educational
and industrial institution? 4. If you
fa or with others, would you
have your general officers unite with the
officer of other industrial movements in
issuing a call for a national industrial
i eform conference? 5. Should we continue
to vote with existing parties making the
best terms possible with them on indus-
trial issues

From the remarks of this paper Mr.
Powderly himself is undoubtedly in favj-o-

of this plan given iu the third ques-

tion; with other industrial
organizations to form a party, as he
does not consider the Knights of suffi-

cient numerical strength to form a party
by themselves. That tlnnc is, however,
weakness in both plans, he himself indi-
cates when showing the enormous diffi-

culties in the way of forming a new
party. Parties are of slow growth, and
some more strongly defined purpose and
some nioro urgent need than the mere
desire of changing of power from one
order to another, is necessary to give a
now party the tenacity of principle and
the persistent onergy to suffer defeat af-

ter defeat, and still even retain its origin-
al strength, much less increase it. This
the Knights of Labor have not, and
the plan that will likely receive the few-

est votes is undoubtedly tho wisest for
them, that is, "to continue to vote with
existing parties making tho Iwst terms
possible with them on industrial issues."
For if they have strength enough to lead
thorn into tho thought of founding a
now party, they ought to be able to turn
tho election in favor of that party with
which they cast their votes; and this In-
king so, that party would certainly bo
willing to make some concessions to
them. And concessions from a winning
party, would suroly be of more value to
to them than being forever a defeated
Iarty.

Every Republican in Sedgwick county
ought to he personally interested in tho
contest this fall for county offieors, and
ought to do everything possible to secure
the election of the excellent ticket nomi-
nated by the Republican party.

My
health has generally improved during
campaigns ami my voice has grown
stronger and richer with daily use.

A .ew rules may be laid down in small
space, which, if carefully followed, will
be of great use to the open-ai- r speaker:

Never drink cold water while speak-
ing, no matter how thirsty you may be.
The sudden shock to tho overheated and
delicate organs of tho throat produces
congestion and injures tho voice.

u hen sintering from Jioarauess, re-
frain from speaking altogether.

When not speaking, keep up a daily
breathing and vocal exercise.

Pitch 3'our voice below, rather than
above, its natural key.

Let your articulation be perfect, every
letter sounded, and every sound formed
with force and precision.

less rapidly than you do in-

doors, and keep the lungs constantly in-
flated.

Remember that the orator is like a
gun barrel, which must be straight.
must have a lore as large as the bullet,
and must have the powder below the
ball.

Project the sound waves in the proper
direction, just as you would aim a bullet
at the mark.

The observance of these rules will. I
believe, enable any vigorous man, with
ordinary vocal jiowers, to speak daily to
large audiences in the open air, without
injury to his health or his voice.

We do not affirm that any appliances
will entirely free the dwellers on thae
prairies from the occasional "dry
to which these lands are more or less sub-
ject. These have their origin perhaps in
"remote causes," of which we may not
now speak. But what we do affirm
this, that by the aid of such appliances aa
are clearly within our reach, "hot
winds" so called, can be relegated the
past, and that these lands Can be made
the best bread lands of the United
States. Assuming that our air k
strattified, and that by reason of
gravity and the snperiBcnmbaat pressure
of the air above that that strata, of air
resting immediately the earth's snrface
must be much more dense than the air
above, and capable of gnmc
expansion from tbt heat of the earth.

At pres-
ent the precise thickness of this belt is not
known, bnt that it is at moat buta few
hundred feet in thickness is evident from
the fact that by sunset the cold air from
above presses down the earths surface
and the nights are cooL ,

If we would get a clear idea of the value
or the various appliances proposed we
should not overlook the law of saturation
itself. We refer to that law br which j
vapor, after it has been manufactured m
nature's most wonderful labratory diffuses
itself iu the tinny meshes of the air. This
law we hold acts mainly in a horizontal
direction. We can not stop to inquire
whether this law of a lntteral saturation

the result of the pressure of the atmos-
phere above aided by gravity and perhaps
the electrical curreuts which move around
the earth. Be this a3 it may, one thing is
certain, viz: That the vapor from the
small pond steals its way along the earth's
surface in that portion of the air which is
first expanded by the heat of the earth,
and which has thus been fifed for its re-
ception.

By bearing these facts and laws of onr
physical clobe in mind we shall he lietter
prepared to understand the value the
appliances which may from time to time i

be recommended overcome this aridity I

of the plains.
APPLIANCES.

What shall they be? In a previous
article wo have drawn attention to the
wisdom and necessity of "artificial lakes."
made at the expense of the general govern
ment, buch lakes can De made at com- -
paratively small expense and thus garner
up the waste water of the mountains and
freshets. These lakes to be of some size
and supported by artesian water if need be.
This suggestion has been recommended by
eminent men. Again, he culled attention
to a system of small lakes, or farm ponds,
tho work of individual enterprise, fostered
perhaps, by a law allowing an annual re-
bate on lakes, and by a provision of s,

which bill allows the settler who
will construct and maintain such a lake on
his land to Drove up on the same in four
years instead of five years, homestead
time.

If but one settler in three "could be pre-
vailed on to construct such a pond on his
laud, of but one acre, by cither placing a
low dam in a creek or spring branch or
otherwise, we should have from this source
aloue a water surface of GOO miles in length
and more than two miles in width, while
the lakes made on this d belt east
of the mountains would equal quite half
as much more.

Your attention was called, briefly, to a
proper irrigating system, wnere the water
could be procured, as an important means
to this end. In some places the water
from the mountain stream cau be diverted
and carried eastward down divide, and
the use of the water in the month of July
would be worth quite as much to increase
the vapor of the air as for its local crop

Such a system would aid much
to give the water needed.

To broaden out this field of appliances
and to enable each individual farmer on
these prairies to suggest to himself how
he can best conduce to the desired end, wo
would say that each farmer can do some-
thing for himself ami for the public good
by so managing his lands that the largest
supply of moisture and shade cau be had.
As is the to "hot
winds," then it is evident that each farm
that is managed with a view to the best
supply of moisture possible will contribute
much.

Not to enter into detail, it can bo safely
stated that all the 'and not broken should
be kept well covered with grasses to shade
the earth, sponge the rain and snow, and
thus not only keep the laud cool but make
it a vast reservoir of liquidity" from
which vapor will aJinostconstuntiyascend.
It is safe to affirm that by keeping the
prairie fires from the land six
spears of grass will grow whero one
now erows. The prairie fire not onlv de- -

i stroys nature's covering for the laud,, but
it heats the surface and destroys the fine
roots and thus opens up the ground the
wind, the fierce rays of midsummer's sua
and reduces the grass to a stunted
eminating mainly from the strong, deep
bulb roots. Nor is this all. for in thus
opening the cover to the laud tho grass
can no longer sponge and hold the water
and it flows quickly out of the country.
Forty acres of hind well covered with na-
tive or cultivated grasses will furnish.
more moisture to pass to vapor than ,tH) j

acres burned over annually or trampled to
death with too much stock on it. And it
will produce as much food for stock as 1(5 )

acres of land lam bare, ine farmer who
wishes to succeed with crass, should, after
he cuts his hav, allow the hay on the land,
ou which the lighted grass, to remain on it
to cover it and there decompose, in the
hist ten days alone, there lias fallen on
Oklahoma quite eight inches of water.
Had these lands not been laid bare by fire
for years, but on tho contrary been kept
covered with grass it is safe to affirm that
!." per cent of thN water-fal- l would have
passed into the land, whereas much of it
passed into the rivers and out of the

Again, very much humidity is obtained
from land put under a deep and thorough
cultivation. Laud thus cultivated not
only produces much letter, but it store
and holds much more moisture for crop
life and to aid in making the country mora
humid. .Much, very much, cuu he accom-
plished by individual effort, and at the
same time pay the farmer a hundred fold.
KacIi farmer should struggle to keoo his
lands as moist as he can.

Again, the enterprising railroad com-
panies that have invested so largely in
constructing their lines of roads ucroes
thee lands, have a deep interest in any
movement looking to an increase of
humidity. The companies can do muen
in many ways to aid in this work. A they
construct they can form and lente thou-
sands of smnll clay basins to the poolx of
water. We do not ask these road to en-

danger their roads by holdinir. the walr
back. Hut we do a.ak them to so construct
that some of the rain of Mar and 3 one
may be held in small basins on their lines
till we pass the delicate weather of July.
ThLs would be a great sain and could do
the road no harm Heewles, tbemt com-
panies can do much to create a proper
sentiment and to tud scientific and prac-
tical men to convene together and oonault
as to the best mean to overoooM tne
aridity of the plain.

The people, the states, the territories.
the railroad companies, and tke aearrai
government have a deep interest in tht
problem.
